To Smash Fortifications

surgent bombers sm ashed houses

air raid in IO days. 
The planes dropped a, syoie of 
bomba, m ost of which oxvfowed at 
the edge of U niversity City, battle­ 
ground of the siege of Madrid, and 
in R osales. G reat clouds of dust 
and debris billowed into the air. 
U nder the im pact of the bom ­ 
bardment. houses ware blasted high 
into the air and then collapsed in 
ruin.

The insurgent air raiders 
had launched an earlier attack on 
the heart of the city after a violent 
land assau lt bad been repulsed by 
reinforced governm ent troops.

Pinching The Marginal Producers

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2. — Emphasis has 
been given recently to the fact that 
many companies are paying out big bonuses 
to their employes, large dividends to their 
stockholders, and also substantial wage in­ 
creases. 
Little information, however, is available 
as to what is happening generally through­ 
out tho country to the so-called marginal 
producers of the nation—the many thousand 
of small businesses which are not making 
money but must now face the competition 
of the strong companies with higher wage 
scales. 
Whenever wages are increased in a given 
field, the chances are that employes in the 
c ompanies not quite so prosperous want in­ 
creases. too, and the management then faces 
the prospect of losing valuable workers or 
finding additional funds 
for 
similar 
in- 
creaser. 
f 
The plight of the small company that has 
been fighting the depression and now is Just 
about turning the corner is the one most 
generally overlooked. Ruch a company, for 
instance, may have lost money for four 
years and had a break even year in 1936. 
It has drained its capital and looks forward 
to 1937 as a year in which to begin to pay 
back money borrowed so far aa to reestab 
Hah its bank credit. But the prospect of pay 
ing higher wages when it cannot afford to 
increase its production or operating ex­ 
penses is not the only thing that lies ahead. 
Taxes on the total payroll, to he paid under 
the social security law, take a substantial 
amount, which must be borrowed or else 
taken out of the first lean earnings, 


IN the case of a company which expects 
» to make 
a slight margin next year, the 
payroll tax may wipe out the profit alto­ 
gether or absorb so much of it as to leave 
very little for wage increases to meet the 
competition of the better entrenched com 
panies. 
The larger companies are not disturbed 
over this. From their viewpoint, it would be 
better lf these smaller concerns were stran- 
gled by the new taxes and the wage in­ 
creases. In the old days, the way to stifle 
competition was to cut prices under cost. 
Today it can be accomplished by paying a 
higher wage scale, which throws the small 
marginal and high cost producer Into the 
dangerous waters that border on possible 
bankruptcy. 


I 
The theory of the monopolists has always 
been that the small marginal producers have 
no right to live anyway and that the volume 
of business they control should be passed on 
to the larger producers. But to accept this is 
to throw out of employment many millions 
of persons whose? payrolls are kept intact 
.because management has persistence and 
tries to win the race against bankruptcy. Ifs 
bad enough to meet the ordinary hazards of 
competition, bu* the Interjection of govern­ 
mental influences that break down the mar­ 
ginal producer Is something rather novel, 
especially In an era in which the fashion is 
to champion the cause of the underprivi­ 
leged 
Congress was besought to give consider­ 
ation to debt-ridden corporations with re­ 
spect to the tax on undivided surpluses, hut 
scant relief was given. Nor was there much 
attention paid to the effect on competitive 
situations arising out of the effort of large: 
companies to escape the tax by paying out 
bonuses and by sudden increases of the 
wage scale. 


I 
T may be argued that the persons who re­ 
ceive the higher wage benefits will spend 
their money and add to the general pur­ 
chasing power. But in the meantime, the 
losses of capital during the transition period 
when the small businesses get poorer and 
the large ones grow richer is not conductive 
to a solution of the unemployment problem. 
Rome means of deferring payroll taxes un­ 
til growing businesses are financially able to 
meet such increased expenses might solve 
the difficulty In part, but It would not meet 
the powerful leverage which the large com 
panies now have over their weaker compete 
♦ors in deliberately forcing wage scales up 
beyond the point where the smaller con­ 
cerns can afford to stay in business. 
Th** use of governmental power to effect 
a '‘controlled economy” is rather new in 
American economic life, but this does not 
make it any less necessary to draw attention 
to the inequities which are being produced 
by a tax system based on the assumption 
that all businesses are prosperous, when, as 
a matter of fact, almost half the corporations 
of the country are in the red and are living 
on borrowed funds. How long capital is go­ 
ing to be available for small enterprises that 
face obstacles such as those interposed by 
the government today may well he one of 
the challenges offered to the new deal in 
its effort to save rapltalism from the drastic 
laws of a governmental^ controlled or 
Fascist program.

Hut long use has accustomed you 
to most of our present calendar’s complexi­ 
ties. Surely you will not mind a few more! 
Let us suppose, for instance, that your 
birthday is Sept. 15. 1911. You wish to find 
out the weekday on which you were born.

But you have 
overlooked the revised world calendar, a 
new timing system, favored for adoption in 
1939. 


'['H E world calendar is the final dovelop- 
* 
ment of a wide series of calendar re­ 
form movements which have sprung up dur­ 
ing the last century. In the opinion of most 
leading nations, this plan is the logical suc­ 
cessor to the unbalanced Inconvenient Greg­ 
orian calendar which Is now in use. In fact, 
there is only one other important contender 
for the place, a system known as the 13- 
month plan. 
This second movement more radical of the 
two, has an extremely precision like year of 
13 months, each month beginning on Sunday 
Hnd containing exactly four weeka. Since 
this type of arrangement would provide only 
364 days, an extra day. following the last of 
December, would be added to round out the 
year. The advantages of the IS month calen­ 
dar lie principally in its precision sameness 
- i t s unvarying similitude of week, month 
and year. Its disadvantages are quite as real. 
Imagine, lf you can, a clock of 13 hours. 
Now quickly answer the following ques­ 
tions: At what time is the day half over? A 
quarter over? Three quartern? A third? 
Some Job! And In a year of 13 months, we 
find the same difficulties. The year would 
be half over on the fourteenth of Sol; a 
quarter over on the seventh of April; a third 
over on May IO. Think of the melee such 
an arrangement would cause, especially in 
business circles, where much accounting is 
done on a quarterly, not a monthly basis. 
Think of the resultant confusion in readjust­ 
ing leases, rents, and insurance. And the 
trouble that would be caused in celebrating 
national, religious, and personal holidays if 
an extra month wete added to the calendar! 
O 
N the other hand, the revised world cal­ 
endar offers practically all the advan- 
luges of the 13 month system, without any 
of its handicaps. Under this plan, the famil­ 
iar year of 12 parts would be retained, but a 
few small changes would be made in the 
lengths of the individual months. For in­ 
stance, February, long the outstanding eye- 
sore of the Gregorian calendar, would be 
brought up to a standard of 3»i days. This, 
together with the addition of an extra 
“rounding out” day at the end of December, 
would permit ail quarters of the year to be 
made equal. Each quarter would contain 
exactly 91 days. Each would coincide with 
the beginning of one of the months; hence, 
there would be no confusing splits for ac­ 
countants to overcome. 
in the past many persons have been wary 
of calendar reform, since they believed that 
Christian churches, in general, looked upon 
it with disfavor. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth. Out of 1178 replies to a ques- 
t Iona ai re. from clergymen of all denomina­ 
tions, go percent supported proposed reform 
of the calendar . . . in behalf of the Roman 
Catholic church, the Vatican has declared 
that there are no doctrinal reasons why the 
change should not be effected. 
It is hard to conceive of a trade or pro­ 
fession in which the 12 month revised calen­ 
dar would not be of benefit—All businesses 
and occupations are integrally bound to the 
calendar. An Improvement in the calendar is 
an improvement in business facility and in 
the still more important business of living. 


Sweden Tunes In. Kicks In With $2.50 
While in the United States as a guest of 
the National Broadcasting 
Co., 
Dr. 
Carl 
Anders Dymling, president of the Swedish 
Broadcasting Co, made this statement for 
The New York Sun. 
"In Sweden our 31 station* operate solely 
on funds obtained by an annual tax equal to 
$2.60 in American money At the last collec­ 
tion 915,000 listeners willingly contributed 
this tax. Although government controlled, 
the board of directors consists of five citi­ 
zens and five governmental appointees, who 
act entirely independent of the government. 
This is proved by the frankness with which 
all questions, economic and political, are dis­ 
cussed by all parties concerned. 
"Our programs are as widely varied as 
yours here in America, but rn different pro­ 
portions. American programs are broken up 
into such short periods, 15 minutes sod half 
an bour. Why. at home our listeners wouldn't 
consider it worthwhile to tuns in such brief 
programs. Our most popular features are 
probably the full length plays, produced by 
stars from 
the Royal Dramatic theater. 
These pla>s may run for an hour and a half 
and sometimes even longer.'*

Early in 1875, irate citizens blew 
up the building in which the last 
saloon in Westerville was operat­ 
ed. None was hurt. 
Thee saloonkeeper, a man nam^d 
Corbin caused the arrest of seven 
residents on the charge of riotous 
destruction of property. A Colum­ 
bus justice of the peace held them 
all to the grand jury, but no in­ 
dictments were returned. 
Corbin had the same men. with 
two other Westerville residents, 
arrested on j*eace warrants but; tho 
cases against the men were dismis- 
ed aud the judge held Corbin to 
pay the costs. That was the end of 
the investigation of the bowing up 
of Westerville’s saloon.

time in an industry covered by the 
act and part of the time in some 
service excluded is not disquali­ 
fied. 
For instance, a man might be 
employed on a farm in the sum­ 
mer and in a factory -in the win­ 
ter.

ignore them or accept such ail 
m ents as trivial affairs. 
Headache 
Is 
a common com­ 
plaint. 
Yet, It is always a symp­ 
tom Indicating some disturbance 
within the body. It is too bad that 
most persona 
resort to 
patent 
medicines for the relief of this dis­ 
order and stop at that. Too little 
attention Is given to the removal 
of the underlying cause, 
I venture to ‘ay few persons 
realize that headax be may be the 
result of some really serious in 
ternal disturbance. It Is wise to 
accept it as a warning and to take 
the necessary steps for perm anent 
relief. 
I ant always urging upon you the 
value of periodic health exam ina­ 
tions and the Importance of early 
care for all physical defects. 
A 
great deal has h^cn w ritten about 
the value and necessity of such ex­ 
am inations. But, 
unfortunately. It 
is a difficult task to convince most 
persons of the need 
to consult a 
physician. Too often 
the doctor 
is consulted after many weeks or 
even months of suffering. 
Various Types 
There are various types of head­ 
aches. Some are mild, but others 
are so severe as to be relieved only 
by tho adm inistration of an opiate. 
Indeed, the pain may last for sev­ 
eral days or a week. The attack 
often leaves the victim In a weak 
and exhausted condition. 
Migraine Is a special and severe 
form of headache. The victim Is 
seized with intense discomfort 
In 
the forehead, the pain settling be­ 
tween or behind the eyes. Often 
an attack Is followed by dizziness, 
ringing in the oars, nausea 
and 
even vomiting. 
In 
severe 
cases, 
actual delirium may occur. 
Bear in mind that headache may 
be due to a disturbance in the di­ 
gestive organs. It may be the re­ 
sult of intestinal poisoning, auto­ 
intoxication, disorders of the heart 
or blood vessel* and disturbance 
of the circulation. Victims of ane­ 
mia, kidney disease and central 
nervous system disorders ire like­ 
ly to have headache aa one symp 
tom. 
At times, headache may be 
the 
result of hardening of the arteries. 
It la a common complaint of those 
who have high blood pressure. Re­ 
lief can only be obtained after re­ 
moval of 
the physical 
weakness 
responsible for the pain.

At least that was the conclusion 
of Superintendent. Hugh S. Boner 
of the Manitowoc 
schools 
after 
surveying scholastic records here. 
Girls were found to get higher 
grades than boys because "they 
take their work more seriously and 
complete their assignments with 
morn diligence.” 
“ Women teachers have a decided 
tendency to be more lenient with 
grades than men teachers,” Boner 
said. He found that in one elemen­ 
tary school a women teacher gave 
29 percent 
"A” 
grades compared 
to 19 percent for men teachers. 
The highest grades were award­ 
ed by seven women teachers and 
24 percent of those grades were 
"A’s” the survey revealed. ‘‘A V ’ 
were given 1,019 girls and only 649 
boys.

Kiln Placers Make New Demand 
After the agreem ent on working 
conditions In connection with the 
kiln placing machines arrived at in 
the fall of 1935, things were com­ 
paratively quiet on the labor front 
until the end of March of this year, 
when the kiln placers broke out 
once again. 
All of our mem bers 
operating the circular type of glost 
arid bisque tunnel kilns received 
notice direct from the kiln placers 
that 
they would 
not report for 
work on or after April 12 unless 
they were paid tim e and a half for 
all Sunday work and double tim e 
for work on the recognized holi­ 
days. 
Y’our comm ittee instructed 
our secretary to inform the Broth­ 
erhood officials of this ultimatum 
and 
that 
our members affected 
would insist upon their right to 
employ non-union 
labor for this 
work in case the kilnmen made 
good their threat. 
The walkout did not occur but 
we agreed to m«e6 their official 
committee to discus* the m atter on 
April 21. The result was that they 
agreed to defer any final action on 
the m atter until the regular labor 
conference in Auguat. 
On June 9 your comm ittee met 
with a committee of the Brother­ 
hood to discuss the case of two 
men whom they declared ww>re dis­ 
charged by The W. S. George PtA- 
tory Co. in violation of our agree­ 
ment. Here again we were unable 
to arrive at any agreement, and the 
m atter was referred to the August 
conference with the understanding 
that all of the employes of this 
company who had walked out in 
protest, should Immediately report 
back for work. 
Both Questions Settled 
Both of these ques#ions were set­ 
tled satisfactorily at the Atlantic 
City conference. 
About July 26 we received from 
the N. B. of O. P. a list of 71 propo­ 
sitions which it desired to have in­ 
corporated in the new wage agree­ 
ment to go into effect Ort. I. 
Im­ 
mediately after our summer meet­ 
ing of July 28 we subm itted to them 
a list of 29 propositions which we 
desired 
in 
the 
new 
agreem ent. 
Needless to say the two lists were 
just about as far apart as the two 
poles. 
One of their main requests 
wss s 20 percent general increase 
and one of ours an 8ty percent gen­ 
eral decrease. Others of their prop­ 
ositions would have m eant as much 
as a 50 percent increase in certain 
departm ents. 
Your committee agreed to meet 


for the 
work 
done on

items. 
They turned this down and 
since they bad nothing else to offer 
to meet the situation the meeting 
broke up without anything accom­ 
plished. 
Forced To Deny Wage Increase 
We received in October a re­ 
quest 
from 
the 
Bast 
Liverpool 
warehousemen’s local for a reopen­ 
ing of the agreement for further 
consideration of Its request for a 
wage increase. Since this had been 
discussed af great length In Atlan­ 
tic City, and since the request was 
contrary to our agreement, we were 
forced to refuse it. 
in view of the recent publicity 
given to wage increases in some 
of the 
larger industries 
in the 
country it might be of interest to 
our members and our employes to 
get the picture of our wage pay­ 
ments in comparison to those of 
other industries. 
There has just 
been published, aa compiled from 
the 1933 census of m anufacturers, 
the percentage of wages to value 
of product in 150 lines of business. 
It should he remembered that the 
percentage of wages to value of 
product In the depth of the depres­ 
sion in 1933 was certainly much 
higher than at 
present for two 
main reasons. 
First a great many 
companies were employing many 
more 
people Chan 
they actually 
needed in order to give them some­ 
thing to live on and second there 
have been a great many labor sav­ 
ing 
devices 
installed 
by 
many 
plants since 1933 in order to pro­ 
duce goods thai would selV at a 
lower price and in greater volume. 
Thai percentage of w*agea to value 
of products in the 150 industries 
averaged Just 17 percent. It ran as 
low as 2.2 percent in the manufac­ 
ture of cigarets and the highest 
w’as 39.5 percent in the photo-en­ 
graving 
business. 
The 
records 
show that In 1935 we paid out in 
wages 57 percent of all money re­ 
ceived In payment of our product. 
In other words we are paying in 
wages to our employes Just about 
50 percent more of all the money 
we receive than the next highest 
industry. 
And 2850 percent more 
than the cigaret industry, la It any | 
wonder we are helpless against the 
imports of low labor cost countries. 
And Isn’t it pitiful that we can get 
no recognition of this fact from an 
adm inistration 
that 
is 
forever 
ballyhooing that industry must do 
more and take up the unemployed. 
Default On Interest Payments 
Again let us compare our busi­ 
ness to otben In the proportion of 
wages to dividends and interest, 
paid. 
Only within the last week 
one of the financial experts of the
